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Bill threat prompts work on unkempt roundabout 


THE unkempt Mile End roundabout 
at Oswestry is to be tidied up after 
a volunteer group threatened to take 
on the task itself and bill Highways 
England for the work. 

Contractors for the road agency 
are not only to work on the island 
but will meet members of Oswestry 
Tourism Volunteer Group to see how 
members can help keep it looking 


good in the future. The group says 
the dishevelled roundabout, with 
long grass, thistles and litter, is ham¬ 
pering tourism, the economy and the 
reputation of the town. 

It wrote to Highways England last 
week, complaining about not only 
Mile End but other roundabouts 
along the A5/A483 Oswestry bypass. 

One of the members, British Iron¬ 


work Centre chairman Clive Know¬ 
les, said the town was economically 
dependent on attracting visitors into 
the centre. The letter to Highways 
England said: “We are giving you 
warning that community action will 
be taken should you fail to maintain 
this island. 

“An A-road certified contractor will 
be appointed, funded initially by the 


volunteers themselves and thereafter 
reclaimed from you.” 

It urged action before the arrival of 
judges in the Britain in Bloom com¬ 
petition in July. Now the group has 
been contacted by Kier, the contrac¬ 
tors for Highways England. 

Mr Knowles said: “We have been 
provided with a commitment that 
work will take place on the island 


before the judges are due. After that 
both Highways England and Kier will 
attend a community meeting with 
Oswestry Tourism Volunteer Group 
to discuss all the traffic islands and 
gateways into Oswestry.” 

Jim Wildman, a spokesman for 
Highways England, said the rounda¬ 
bout work would be done in the next 
few weeks. 


JOY AT LEADER'S 
CANAL SUPPORT

CAMPAIGNERS say they are 
delighted new Shropshire 
Council Leader Peter Nutting 
has highlighted the restora¬ 
tion of the Montgomery Canal 
as a key priority. 

The council boss has pledged to do 
all he can to help restore the canal up 
to the Welsh border at Llanymynech 
between Oswestry and Welshpool. 

His comments have this week led to an invita¬ 
tion for Councillor Nutting to see for himself the 
work to open the canal up again. 

Councillor Nutting was speaking the day after 
he was elected to head the unitary authority fol¬ 
lowing the recent local elections. 

The council chief said he 
hoped to use the role to expand 
on tourism opportunities such 
as the canal system. He said: 
“Particularly across North 
Shropshire the canals have all 
sorts of opportunities. I just 
think investment in the canal 
system could really bring long¬ 
term benefits, particularly the 
Montgomeryshire branch of the 
Shropshire Union Canal. If we can get it to the 
Welsh border it will be up to the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly to do that side, but if we can link it in to the 
Welsh and Newport branch of the canal, it does 
provide a real opportunity for a week’s canal 
holiday from the Shropshire Union Canal.” 

Michael Limbrey, chairman of the Montgom¬ 
ery Waterway Restoration Trust, said he was 
delighted Councillor Nutting had pledged his 
commitment to the canal. 

He said: “It is wonderful that the new leader 
of Shropshire Council has the vision to under¬ 
stand just how important the Montgomery 
Canal will be to the local economy. An invitation 
is winging its way to Councillor Nutting to come 
up and see the work for himself. 

“So much has been achieved over the years to 
bring the Montgomery Canal back to life. Cur¬ 
rently a programme of works and events sup¬ 
ported by the Heritage Lottery Fund is getting 
under way, and now we are looking at the next 
steps in the restoration.”

A PLEDGE to help a hospital has grown into 
a walking challenge on a long distance route 
for fundraisers. 

The Oswestry Round network of paths and 
canal towpaths circling the town was devised 
by David Andrews and his wife Jane Trudgill 
when he was recovering from prostate cancer. 

People are being asked to take part in a 
sponsored walk of the 33-mile route on June 
10 to raise funds for the Lingen Davies Centre 
at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital where Mr 
Andrews was treated. 


The day has been organised with help from 
rotarians, starting and ending at the Lion 
Quays Hotel and Spa. People can chose to do 
all or half of the route and walk or run it. 

There will be marshals and medical cover 
between 4.45am and 10pm along the route 
which goes anti-clockwise to the hills of the 
Welsh/Shropshire border and part of Offa’s 
Dyke to Llanymynech and then along the flat 
Shropshire plain and canal towpaths back to 
the Lion Quays. Last year’s inaugural event 
raised more than £10,000. 


Mr Andrews said: “Jane and I were really 
keen to repay the wonderful staff at the Lin¬ 
gen Davies Centre where I was treated for 
prostate cancer in 2014. I revived an idea for 
a book which first occurred to me about eight 
years ago. Oswestry is in a pretty unique po¬ 
sition, having the hill country of Wales to the 
west and the lower land of Shropshire to the 
east. It was fun to devise a circular route.”

Huge investment

A MAJOR investment of more than

Ms Lloyd said: “We are delighted to 
see groundwork begin on our new head¬ 
quarters and distribution centre. We are 
proud to call Mid Wales our home and are 
pleased we can continue to do this with 
this new state-of-the-art facility.” 

The firm currently operates across 
multiple sites in Newtown and Welsh¬ 
pool and Ms Lloyd said consolidating 
operations under one roof at the planned 
new e-commerce centre will enable the 
company to increase efficiencies, serve a 
larger number of stores and grow its web 
based business. 

TRAFFIC 

Roadworks finished 
ahead of schedule 

ROADWORKS which caused lengthy 
hold-ups for motorists travelling in and 
out of Oswestry have finished two weeks 
ahead of schedule. 

The temporary traffic lights were 
brought in earlier this month as major 
pipe replacement work was being carried 
out on the B5069 Gobowen Road by con¬ 
tractors from Wales & West Utilities. 

Despite the firm initially hoping the 
works would be complete by June 4, 
the firm has confirmed the works have 
finished two weeks early. The £98,000 
investment will ensure the town’s gas 
network is fit for the future, bosses said.

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Proposed summit to look 
at boosting heritage site

THE spectacular Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct was awarded World 
Heritage Site status eight years 
ago. 

But little has been done to capitalise 
on the title, a Welsh Assembly mem¬ 
ber has said. 

Now a culture and heritage summit could 
be held in the summer to see how the area 
could better benefit from the status. 

The World Heritage Site takes in the Lla¬ 
ngollen Canal from the Shropshire border 
at Chirk Bank near Oswestry to Llangollen 
itself and includes both the Pontcysyllte 
and the Chirk aqueducts. 

Mark Isherwood, North Wales Assem¬ 
bly Member, says the Welsh Government 
has made little progress in driving forward 
plans for heritage-led regeneration in North 
East Wales. He challenged the cabinet sec¬ 
retary for economy and infrastructure, Ken 
Skates AM, in the Assembly Chamber over 
the matter. Mr Isherwood said there was a 
potential 15.5 million people within a two- 
hour catchment area of the aqueduct that 
had been identified as potential visitors. 

He said: “It is now eight years since 
World Heritage Site status was awarded, 
and I think eight years since the then 
Welsh Government first established a re¬ 
gional partnership body to drive forward 
the regional industrial heritage offer. 

“The idea was to incorporate not only the 
Pontcysyllte Aqueduct and the 11 miles of 
canal from Llangollen to the Shropshire 
border but also the Llangollen Railway, 
the Ceiriog Valley, Brymbo, and stretching 
across to Flintshire’s heritage trails includ¬ 
ing the Rhydymwyn Valley and Greenfield 
Valley Trust. We still haven’t got that 
joined-up approach and we still haven’t got 
the through-ticketing, which bodies such as 
Llangollen Railway are proposing.” 

Mr Skates, who is the Assembly Mem¬ 
ber for Clwyd South, said: “I’d like to see 
greater co-ordination between and amongst 
the various organisations that are involved 
in the culture and heritage sector in indus¬ 
trial north-east Wales. And, for that reason, 
I think it would perhaps be very sensible 
to convene a culture and heritage summit 
during the summer, to bring together those 
organisations, including Glandwr Cymru, 
a lead partner in the Pontcysyllte world 
heritage site activity. In drawing together 
those various interests, we may be able to 
make progress.” 


OLIVER Blake and Jenifer Delgado can 
now enjoy being a happy couple after they 
were given Home Office approval to live to¬ 
gether in Shropshire. 

Although they married 10 months ago, 
the young couple have had to live separate 
lives because Jenifer is a Columbian na¬ 
tional. 

But, just days after their plight was high¬ 
lighted in the Shropshire Star and Oswestry 
and Border Chronicle, they received the 
news they have been waiting for - that 
Jenifer has been granted a spouse visa. 

It means she can live and work in the UK 
for two and a half years - when the process 
will have to be completed all over again. 


Jenifer has now left Spain, where she has 
been studying for a second masters, for a 
new life with her husband Oliver in Eng¬ 
land. 

A delighted Oliver, who lives in Rhydy- 
croesau, near Oswestry, said: “We didn’t 
see the point in hanging around as we’ve 
both been waiting long enough and want to 
start making headway with our plans. For¬ 
tunately, Jen’s last module in Barcelona is 
a research project which she has decided to 
conduct on British residents and their per¬ 
ceptions of South American tourism and 
South American food.” 

Oliver, 29, an athlete, is also a market¬ 
ing expert for the Shropshire-founded Net 


World Sports company, now based in Wr¬ 
exham. 

He met Jenifer, 30, in 2014 when she did 
work experience for the company when she 
was completing a masters degree in busi¬ 
ness at Chester University. 

The couple fell in love and were married 
in Shrewsbury in July last year. 

But the couple soon became tangled in 
immigration red tape. 

They said to apply for a UK Spouse Visa 
costs £1,500 plus and on top of that there is 
the £500 that has to be paid to the NHS and 
processing fees. 

Once that visa is granted it has to be re¬ 
newed every two and a half years.

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Pilot avoids 
injury during 
gear drama 

A 61-year-old pilot escaped unhurt 
after the landing gear on a light air¬ 
craft collapsed during an emergency 
landing. 

However, the 2000 built Socata 
Trinidad four seater - reg G SCIP - 
owned by The Studio People Ltd of 
Shortwave A, Criggion Radio Station, 
Criggion, was seriously damaged. 

The incident happened at Sleap Air¬ 
field on the afternoon of July 19 last 
year. 

The pilot, who had 2,642 hours fly¬ 
ing experience, was returning from 
Goodwood to Welshpool. 

When he retracted his landing gear 
though one of the warning lights 
which should have gone off to indicate 
that all the wheels had been retracted, 
remained on. 

When he reached Welshpool he 
flew some low passes so those on 
the ground could check whether his 
wheels were up or down and, although 
the nose wheel appeared to be down, 
he was told that it did not look as if it 
was locked in the down position. 

As a result he decided to fly to 
Sleap, as there were more runways 
there, to attempt a landing. 

When he did land there though the 
nose wheel collapsed causing damage 
to the propeller, probable ‘shock-load¬ 
ing’ to the engine and other damage 
to the underside of the aircraft nose. 

The incident is highlighted in a 
newly published air-crash report.

Councillors get key roles 
on unitary authority

COUNCILLORS representing 
communities in and around 
Oswestry have been given key 
roles at Shropshire Council. 

A new cabinet was announced and 
appointed at the first full meeting of 
the council since the local elections. 

Councillor Steve Charmley, who repre¬ 
sents Whittington, will continue in his role 
as deputy leader of the council, but will 
take on the portfolio of corporate support 
instead of overseeing business and economy 
as he did previously. 

Oswestry Mayor Vince Hunt was voted in 
as speaker for the full council. 

Nicholas Bardsley, councillor for Ruyton 
and Baschurch will take over children’s 
services and education and Robert Macey, 
councillor for Gobowen, Selattyn and 
Weston Rhyn, will take over planning and 
regulation. 

New faces in cabinet include Joyce Bar- 
row, councillor for St Oswald, who is taking 
on the portfolio for communities and Steve 
Davenport, councillor for St Martins, who 
is taking over responsibility for highways 
and transport. 

Deputy portfolio holders include 
Oswestry East councillor Claire Aspinall 
for communities. All appointed councillors 
are Conservative. 

Meanwhile, Powys County Council has 
elected its first woman leader. 

Independent leader Rosemarie Harris 
was the only nomination for the position, 
receiving 49 votes in favour, with one 
against, one spoiled ballot and 20 absten¬ 
tions. At the first full meeting of the new 
council, she said she hoped to put Powys 
“more on the Welsh stage” but warned of 
further budget cuts. She also made the an¬ 
nouncement that Powys County Council 
is to run as a coalition administration be¬ 
tween the Independents and Conservatives. 

Councillor Dai Davies, who represents 
Berriew, was elected as the council’s new 
chair. 

The council’s cabinet has been an¬ 
nounced. Myfanwy Alexander, who repre¬ 
sents Banwy, has the education portfolio 
while Jonathan Wilkinson, who represents 
Meifod, is in charge of housing and country¬ 
side. Llanrhaeadr-ym-Mochnant and Llan- 
silin councillor Aled Davies is deputy leader 
and is in charge of finance. Stephen Hayes, 
who represents Montgomery, is in charge of 
adult social care 


PART of an £18 million power line 
to improve supplies for thousands 
of homes is set to run underground, 
officials have revealed. 

The move will ensure the land¬ 
scape close to the start of Scottish 
Power Energy Networks’ line in 
Oswestry will be protected, and will 
also allay the fears of landowners 
and residents. 

The latest development has been 
revealed as plans for the power line 
running across North Shropshire 
continue to gather pace. 

The start location of the line at 
Round Wood, near Oswestry, has 
been confirmed. Details of an alter¬ 


native route near the Woodhouse es¬ 
tate to the east of Oswestry and an 
update on the path of the line in the 
Hordley area have also been made 
public. 

The new power line will improve 
the electricity supply for homes and 
businesses across the north of the 
county once it is completed. 

A planning application is due to 
be submitted next year. Work is 
then due to start by 2020 with a 
view to the line being fully opera¬ 
tional within a year. 

SP Energy Networks wants to de¬ 
velop a new wooden pole overhead 
line between Oswestry and Wem, 


which it says will support local 
growth and future development in 
the region. The upgrade will benefit 
Oswestry, Wem and Whitchurch as 
well as surrounding villages. 

Discussions have been taking 
place with landowners, residents 
and others with an interest in land 
affected by the proposed route. 

The firm has confirmed it plans 
to use underground cables between 
Round Wood and Oswestry substa¬ 
tion. The initial design of Wem sub¬ 
station has also been developed. 

A statutory consultation on the 
scheme will take pace in the au¬ 
tumn. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Block on email 
system now lifted 

THE precautionary block on external 
emails to Powys County Council ad¬ 
dresses has now been lifted and peo¬ 
ple outside the network are now able 
to contact the council via email once 
more. 

The lockdown was introduced by 
the council’s email supplier NHS 
Wales Informatics Service (NWIS) as 
a precautionary measure following 
the recent international cyber attack. 

All emails sent to Powys County 
Council email addresses between mid¬ 
night on May 11 and 9.30am on May 
18 have not been received and were 
deleted by NWIS. 

The council is urging residents to 
re-send these emails, if still relevant. 

Council bosses have apologised for 
the disruption and inconvenience but 
said it was important to keep com¬ 
puter systems safe. 

inquest to look 
at crash tragedy 

AN inquest was due to be opened into 
the death of a man who died in a crash 
near Oswestry. 

Jodie Michael Jordan, 23, from Wr¬ 
exham, died in the crash in Gobowen 
on May 6. 

The collision happened near the 
junction of Henlle Road and the 
B5009. 

The inquest opening was due to be 
held at Shirehall in Shrewsbury yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). 

The crash on May 6 saw the closure 
of the road in Gobowen for some time 
while investigations were carried out. 

The tragedy involved a silver Audi 
car. A teenage boy who was a passen¬ 
ger in the Audi, escaped with minor 
injuries. 

Care firm denies 
safety allegation 

A CARE firm has denied breaching 
health and safety regulations. 

Akari Care Limited, of Oswestry, 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of fail¬ 
ing to discharge general health, safety 
and welfare duty at Telford Magis¬ 
trates Court. 

The charge relates to an allegation 
that employees were at risk of falling 
down stairs at the premises in West 
Felton. 

The case was committed to Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court to be heard next 
month.

Pay rise for 
councillors 

COUNTY councillors in Mid Wales have 
voted to receive a £100 a year pay increase, 
taking their basic salary to £13,400. 

At the first full meeting of the new-look 
Powys County Council last week, council¬ 
lors were told that after two years of no 
salary increase, the Independent Remuner¬ 
ation Panel for Wales (IPRW) had decided 
to increase councillors’ basic pay by 0.75 
per cent. 

Powys County Council “must” allow the 
increase, according to the IPRW. 

A report before the authority set out the 
IPRW’s decision, although individual coun¬ 
cillors can forego their salary. 

In a report, which went before council¬ 
lors, it stated: “As with all three types of 
salaries - basic, senior and civic - a member 
may elect to forego the whole or part of the 
basic salary.” 

The council also agreed to senior salaries 
being allocated to up to 18 councillors.

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Teaching assistant roles 
to go under new set-up

TEACHING assistants face losing their jobs at Oswestry’s Marches 
School. 

The role is to disappear and instead there will be a team of specialist support 
professionals called ‘access leaders’. 

A meeting of the National Union of Teachers in Shropshire last week was told that all 
teaching assistants were facing redundancy at the school, part of the Marches Academy 
Trust. 

The union says it understands that some teaching assistants have been offered other 
roles but six will leave their employment altogether in July. A statement from the school 
- said staff involved were given the opportu¬ 
nity to apply for the newly created roles. 

It said the aim was to provide students 
with special educational needs increased 
support. 

The statement said: “In line with the 
national changes and developments, the 
developing school strategy is to provide 
special educational needs students with 
an increased level of specialist support to 
facilitate progress and meet statutory re¬ 
quirements. 

“Therefore the traditional role of teach¬ 
ing assistant is no longer part of the staff¬ 
ing structure. 

“We wish to introduce a team of spe¬ 
cialist support professionals called ‘access 
leaders’ who, through individual and group 
intervention, whole class teaching support 
and professional liaison, will impact on the 
teaching and learning outcomes of our stu¬ 
dents, whilst at the same time provide a 
valuable link to home and other agencies. 

“Staff were given the opportunity to 
apply for these newly created roles and ap¬ 
pointments have been made. 

“We have been working closely with our 
union representative throughout this pro¬ 
cess and will continue to do so.” 

Jean Evanson, division secretary of the 
NUT in Shropshire said: “The NUT is 
concerned about the effect of funding pres¬ 
sures on schools. 

“We are aware, via our links with the 
support staff union UNISON, that all 
teaching assistants at The Marches have 
been made redundant from the end of this 
school year. 

“Some will be offered a different role, but 
six staff are due to leave their employment 
completely. 

“Teaching assistants are highly valued 
by teachers. 

“They provide support to students with 
special educational needs and disabilities. 

“They often support the role of the 
teacher in other ways too, enabling teach¬ 
ers to deliver effective lessons where every 
child can achieve their potential.” 


Inspectors 
say school 
is adequate 

A VILLAGE school has been rated ade¬ 
quate by inspectors. 

Llandysilio Church in Wales School in 
Four Crosses was visited in March by edu¬ 
cation watchdog Estyn. 

Pupils were praised in a number of areas, 
with their attendance and behaviour being 
described as “good”, as well as their speak¬ 
ing and listening skills. “Pupils are courte¬ 
ous and polite and have positive attitudes 
to learning,” the report said. 

Inspectors said: “Nearly all pupils read 
widely, with fluency and expression and 
a good understanding of text and charac¬ 
ters.” 

However, inspectors also said: “Teachers 
do not have high enough expectations of 
what pupils can achieve and therefore do 
not challenge them effectively in most cur¬ 
riculum areas. 

“Teachers plan effectively, but do not al¬ 
ways implement their plans closely enough 
to provide pupils with a broad and balanced 
curriculum.” 

Estyn will now draw up an action plan 
and the school has been given a number of 
recommendations in order to improve. 

Amanda Williams, headteacher, said: 
“In the school community, every pupil has 
equal access to all activities. 

“In all other areas the inspectors noted 
that strengths outweighed areas for im¬ 
provements. We are pleased that the family 
atmosphere of the school has been recog¬ 
nised.”

Volunteer West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Services community responders in 
Oswestry will be running the two-and-a- 
half-hour long course. 

Mr Lade said: “Attendees will learn how 


to recognise a heart attack, how to carry out 
cardiac pulmonary resuscitation on babies, 
children and adults, how to manage uncon¬ 
sciousness, choking and severe bleeding. 
They will also learn how to use the defibril¬ 
lators now in the big yellow boxes on the 
walls placed around the town for public 
use.” 

There is no charge for the course but at¬ 
tendees are asked to make a donation on 
the day with all the proceeds going to the 
Oswestry Community Responders to enable 
them to continue their voluntary work in 
the community.

The ambitious plans for a mul¬ 
ti-screen cinema on Oswestry’s 
Smithfield development may 
well be a distant memory but 
one man has a plan to give cine¬ 
ma-goers a new venue. 

The big screen has been a 
thing of the past in both Oswest¬ 
ry and Welshpool for some time 
now. Welshpool Town Council 
has been screening regular pro¬ 
ductions in the Town Hall since 
the Pola Cinema doors closed 
and Kinoculture has been filling 
the gap in Oswestry following 
the Regal closure. 

It’s been 22 years since the 
Regal brought down the curtain 
on its final film but now Trevor 
Harris, the man who ran the ven¬ 
ue, has come up with a scheme 
to bring big screen back to the 
town. 

With the promise that he has a 
building lined up and a “change 
of use” application lodged with 
Shropshire Council Mr Harris 
says there are exciting plans for 
Oswestry with all the major film 
releases on the agenda. 

Paying for such an ambitious 
plan might turn out to be a stick¬ 
ing point though - and don’t for¬ 
get small cinemas are shutting 
their doors all-across the coun¬ 
try. Today’s cinema-goer de¬ 
mands hi-tech sound and vision 
as well as armchair comfort. 

And if giant companies such 
as Cineworld decide they can’t 
make a multi-screen centre pay 
in Oswestry there has to be a big 
question mark over the viability 
of this new plan. But wouldn’t 
it be great to have the option 
again? Good luck Mr Harris.

Hopefuls have hard fight 
to give Tories the blues 


JAMES PUGH takes a look 
at the battle for North 
Shropshire in the General 
Election on June 8 

CANDIDATES vying for the 
North Shropshire seat at the 
General Election on June 8 
know they will have a fight 
on their hands to prise victo¬ 
ry away from the Tory hopeful 
Owen Paterson. 

Mr Paterson has held the seat 
since 1997 for the Conservatives and 
the seat itself has traditionally been 
something of a Tory stronghold. 

Of all Shropshire’s parliamentary con¬ 
stituencies, none pose a challenge for 
non-Tory candidates quite like this. 

The Conservatives seem to belong in 
North Shropshire. 

In only two parliaments since its crea¬ 
tion under the Reform Act of 1832 have 
voters waved off a non-Tory politician to 
Westminster, with a combined total of 
five years in parliament for Whigs and 
Liberals. 

And the odds are looking good for him 
to once again retain his seat, with Paddy 
Power putting his odds at 1/200. 

The odds for Labour are 40/1, Liberal 
Democrats are 22/1 and 150/1 for the 
Greens. 

Mr Paterson’s rivals - Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Tom Thornhill, Labour’s Graeme 
Currie and Green’s Duncan Kerr - will 
need a big swing of votes if they hope to 
make an impression in the constituency. 

The big issues facing North Shropshire 
include much of what’s been at the fore¬ 
front of residents’ minds for a number of 
years now, including improving broad¬ 
band and mobile phone coverage. 

Long-time campaigner in the fight 
for Shropshire to secure decent mobile 



Owen Paterson, the Conservative candidate, is the bookies’ favourite 


and broadband coverage, Mr Paterson 
has described the county’s network as 
not fit for purpose and has told mobile 
phone bosses that they are putting lives 
at risk by not improving reception in 
rural parts of the county. 

Earlier this year it was revealed 
phone company EE had pledged to 
bring 4G to 92 per cent of the UK this 
year following a meeting with Mr Pat¬ 
erson. 

Another key issue has been plans 
to upgrade one of the region’s major 
routes. 

The planned upgrade of the A5 and 
A483 recently moved a “huge step for¬ 
ward” after a Government minister an¬ 
nounced it would be assessed as part of 
a key road investment strategy. 

Roads minister John Hayes said the 
Government is listening to the con¬ 


cerns of people who use the roads or live 
nearby, after a highways report found 
that congestion on the A5 north of 
Shrewsbury and A483 around Oswestry 
is worsening, impacting safety, eco¬ 
nomic growth and the environment. 

With North Shropshire being largely 
populated by farmers, low milk prices 
remain a big issue in the region. 

And dairy farmers received a fresh 
blow recently after Market Dray¬ 
ton-based dairy giant Muller said it was 
to cut the price it pays farmers for milk 
after the long-awaited rebound in the 
value of dairy produce ground to a halt. 

And so what about the candidates? 

The strong favourite is Mr Pater¬ 
son. The Whitchurch-born Cambridge 
graduate he inherited the Conserva¬ 
tive candidacy in 1997 from long-time 
constituency MP John Biffen and has 


held it ever since for the Conservatives. 
He backs what has become known as a 
“hard Brexit” or tough negotiations and 
a full split from the European Union. 

Graeme Currie is the Labour hopeful. 
Mr Currie is from Bagley, near Elles¬ 
mere and was previously the Labour 
candidate in the 2015 General Election. 

He is married to Lorraine and they 
have two children - Grace, 23, and 
Ethan, 20. 

Mr Currie is a qualified social worker, 
who runs his own independent social 
work business. 

The 60-year-old moved to North 
Shropshire 14 years ago from Manches¬ 
ter. 

He also previously ran as Labour’s 
candidate for Shropshire Council in 
Oswestry in 2013 and in his home area 
of Ruyton and Baschurch in this year’s 
local elections. 

North Shropshire local Tom Thorn¬ 
hill is to stand on behalf of the Liberal 
Democrats. 

Mr Thornhill was previously the party 
candidate in the 2015 General Election 
and in doing so was the youngest candi¬ 
date in any seat in the county. 

The trainee teacher and charity 
worker, who is 22 years old, is promot¬ 
ing a liberal, open, tolerant Britain. 
He is a proud Salopian and passionate 
pro-European. 

Mr Thornhill, who grew up in 
Whitchurch, joined the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats shortly after 2010, before he be¬ 
came a student. 

And Duncan Kerr is the Green Party 
candidate. 

He is a member of Oswestry Town 
Council and saw the Green Party in¬ 
crease its number of councillors on that 
authority to five at the recent local elec¬ 
tions. However, he was a Shropshire 
Councillor but lost his seat on that 
authority at the same local elections. 
A children’s social worker, he has sup¬ 
ported local campaigns such as Frack- 
free North Shropshire and 20’s Plenty 
in his role as a Green Party activist. 


‘YOU’RE fired’ are words that 
President Trump is more famil¬ 
iar uttering than many. Yet, he 
went back to his Apprentice 
roots when he unceremoniously 
fired FBI Director James Comey 
with a phrase more suited to the 
former Governor of California 
Arnold Schwarzenegger: “You 
are hereby terminated.” Few can 
imagine a more impersonal way 
of being given the boot than be¬ 
ing handed a letter in the middle 
of a conference, whilst watch¬ 
ing the news of your firing play 
out on TV screens. Comey un¬ 
derstandably assumed that the 
letter was a joke until the reality 
of his being sacked descended. 
Trump has now become only 
the second US President and 
commander-in-chief to fire his 
FBI director, second to Richard 
Nixon. Clinton’s emails, Comey’s 
personal fame as a ‘showboat’ 
and supposed lack of loyalty to 
Trump are just some of the rea¬ 
sons cited by the administration 
as being behind the firing. Per¬ 
haps it is just as Trump himself 
made it when he spoke in the 
Oval Office: “He was not doing 
a good job.” Or maybe the real 
reason was what he admitted as 
‘this Russian thing’ - otherwise 
known as the allegations that 
the Kremlin meddled in the US 
election. 

X FACTOR finalist from 2009 
Lucie Jones set her sights on 
winning Eurovision 2017 with a 
song that speaks deeply into the 
hearts of Eurosceptics and Re- 
mainers alike: “I will never give 
up on you/I don’t care what I’ve 
got to lose/Just give me your 
hand and hold on/Together we’ll 
dance through this storm.” Song 
Never Give Up On You was pit¬ 
ted by bookies as 25-1 to win 
and 14-1 to get ‘nul points’. In 
the end it came mid-table with 
a respectable 111 points.

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IS IT LEGAL FOR MY EX-WIFE TO ALLOW MY CHILDREN 
TO DRINK WINE WHEN THEY STAY WITH HER? 

Q: My ex-wife is French and when the children stay with her she allows them to drink wine with their dinner. When I spoke to my son on the telephone last week 
he sounded quite tipsy! My children are only 11 and 12 years old. Is she breaking the law? 

A: I assume your ex still lives in the UK. Under UK law it is illegal to sell alcohol to someone under 18 anywhere or for an adult to buy or attempt to buy alcohol on 
behalf of someone under 18. It is also illegal for someone under 18 to buy alcohol, attempt to buy alcohol, be sold alcohol, or drink alcohol in licensed premises. 
Similarly it is against the law for an adult to buy alcohol for someone under 18 for consumption on licensed premises, and to give children alcohol if they are 
under five. 

However, it is not a criminal offence for a child aged 5 to 16 to drink alcohol at home or on other private premises! 

Obviously, alcohol can have serious health consequences and you may wish to consider making an application to the Court to ask them to make an Order 
preventing your ex -wife from giving alcohol to the children, particularly if you feel it is having a negative impact upon their wellbeing. The Court would take into 
account various factors when deciding what Order to make, but the paramount concern would be the welfare of the children and what is in their best interests. 

Anyone thinking about giving alcohol to their children should think carefully about the damage they could cause in the short term and long term and of course 
they may be seen to be causing harm or risk of harm to their child that could potentially lead to social services intervention and removal of the child.

AS someone who is suffering from hearing 
loss caused by industrial noise, I am really 
worried that the generations behind me are 
walking into a life of isolation, continuous 
tinnitus, and embarrassment because they 
can no longer take part in social situations, 
because they are ignorant of the damage 
they have caused to their ears by listening 
to music too loud on their devices or at gigs 
Your ears are very fragile, they can take 
a little noise, however if they are subject to 
excessive noise, they will fail you, and once 
they do, you will not hear properly again. 

When you see me wearing hearing aids, 
they do not replace the hearing I have lost, 
only improve the hearing I have left (which 
isn’t much). 

I have been wearing hearing aids for 17 
years. As I approach my 60th birthday, age 
could make my hearing deteriorate, and 
they may not help me in social situations, 
all because of noise I was subject to 40 years 
ago. Being deaf is not fun, it’s very distress¬ 
ing and it can be avoided.

Homes in village 
get the go-ahead 

TWO semi-detached homes are to be 
built in a village near Oswestry. 

Planning officers from Shropshire 
Council have approved the plans for 
the two, three-bedroom semi-detached 
homes to be built on land adjacent to 
No 4 Hindford in the village. 

The site is currently a small parcel 
of former orchard land in the heart of 
Hindford. Vehicular access will also be 
created for the two homes. The appli¬ 
cants - a Mr and Mrs Harvey - lodged 
the proposals with Shropshire Council 
in March. In a planning report, Rural 
Solutions - on behalf of the applicants 
- said: “The proposed development 
will provide small scale residential de¬ 
velopment on an underutilised parcel 
of land which lies in between existing 
residential development in the heart 
of Hindford village. The site currently 
features several greenhouses and 
metal sheds which will be removed as 
part of the proposal. The proposed de¬ 
velopment will provide two high qual¬ 
ity and well-designed dwellings in a 
sustainable village which forms part 
of a community cluster.”

A 13-mile stretch on one of the 
region’s busiest roads will be 
closed overnight for more than a 
month for improvement works to 
be carried out. 

Drivers face more than four weeks 
of misery as work will be carried out 
from Tuesday next week to July 7, 
between the Mile End roundabout at 
Oswestry and the Churncote rounda¬ 
bout near Shrewsbury. 

The road will be closed between 8pm and 
6am, when the works will be undertaken by 
Highways England. 

It is believed the works are part of a 
pavement resurfacing scheme. 

It is also believed that traffic will be di¬ 
verted via Four Crosses and Llandrinio 
during the closures. 

Councillor Robert Milton, chairman of 
Oswestry Rural Parish Council, said: “I’m 
always concerned whenever I hear about a 
closure on the A5 because the disruption it 
causes people is usually absolutely awful. 

“Not only are the diversions long, usu¬ 
ally from Shrewsbury to Oswestry, you’re 
taken towards Welshpool, it’s the damage 
they cause to the unclassified roads. 

“A lot of heavy goods vehicles use the A5 
between Oswestry and Shrewsbury day and 
night, which is a lot for these unclassified, 
B roads to take, when they are diverted 
onto them. 

“Plus it has an impact on local communi¬ 
ties, with a high volume of vehicles passing 
through late at night, which keeps people 
awake because of the noise.” 

News of the closure comes just weeks 
after Highways England confirmed the 
A483 between the Mile End roundabout 
and Llanymynech will be affected between 
9pm and 5am from mid-July through to 
September for works to be carried out.

OSWESTRY’S Mayor Vince Hunt has 
extended the town’s sympathies to 
those affected by the bomb attack at 
the Ariana Grande concert at Man¬ 
chester Arena on Monday night. 

He said: “The thoughts of the town 
of Oswestry are with the City of Man¬ 
chester and all those affected by the 
shocking attack on families at the Ar¬ 
iana Grande concert at the Manches¬ 
ter Arena last evening. 

“Our support and deepest sympa¬ 
thy is extended to all the families of 
the victims of this horrific attack and 
we mourn deeply all the victims and, 
of course, the loss of such young and 
innocent lives. 

“The flag at Oswestry Guildhall 
is being flown at half-mast as we 
remember and pray for the City of 
Manchester, its community and the 
innocent families whose lives have 
been shattered by this cowardly act.” 

Shropshire Council tweeted a 
tribute to those affected, saying its 
thoughts were with those killed and 
injured. 

Llangollen father Marcus Ansloos 
has described his relief that his chil¬ 
dren Sam and Maisie, who had at¬ 
tended the concert, came home safely. 

He said: “My 22-year-old son took 
my 10-year-old daughter to go and 
watch the concert, it should have 
been a nice night watching a concert 
and obviously what happened later we 
all know. My children told me when 
the concert finished they were exiting 
the arena and they were by the foyer 
where the bomb went off. 

“They heard the loud bang which 
shook them and they were stunned at 
first then Sam grabbed hold of Maisie 
and ran out, my wife called Sam when 
they were out and Maisie sent me a 
text to say they were out. 

“I was so relieved when I saw them 
coming through the door.” 

The terror attack killed at least 22 
people and injured more than 50.

Couple’s £5k home 


A YOUNG couple have built an im¬ 
pressive starter home without a 
mortgage by using two lorries - for 
just £5,500.

AIRPORTS, a fresh approach 
to finances and embracing 
renewable energy - Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s new leader 
has plenty of ideas. 

Councillor Peter Nutting, who rep¬ 
resents Copthorne on Shrewsbury 
Town Council and runs a sports shop 
in the town, has been elected as the 
authority’s new leader. 

The new leader has spelt out his 
plans for the future. 

One of those plans will have to be 
how to combat the council’s financial 
problems, which he says may have 
been “overplayed”. 

He said: “I do believe that. Although 
I don’t think Shropshire is rolling in 
money, the financial situation has 
been overplayed a little bit. 

“Shropshire does have some money 
in its kitty but it’s in the capital ac¬ 
counts rather than the revenue ac¬ 
counts and what we’ve got to do is 
generate more revenue. 

“It is a case of balancing things. 

“I also believe there are far more op¬ 
portunities to use the town and parish 
councils to provide some services, but 
we need to treat them better if we re¬ 
ally want them to work in partnership 
with us. 

“It does look to me that in recent 
years like we have just tried to dump 
things on them. 

“I wouldn’t want to do that; I would 
want to have more partnership ar¬ 
rangements.” 

Other projects the new leader said 
he hoped to focus on include the crea¬ 
tion of an airport for the county. 

The project, which was put forward 
just weeks ago, has already been wel¬ 
comed by a number of organisations 
and people living in the county. 

Various destinations have been 
mentioned including RAF Cosford. 

Councillor Nutting suggested Tern 
Hill Barracks, near Market Drayton, 
could also be a potential site. 


He said: “It is still in the early 
stages but I do note that there is a 
runway there. 

“I don’t want anything to be done in 
a rush but I think we need to look at 
opportunities. 

“I am just posing the question, does 
Tern Hill Barracks provide an oppor¬ 
tunity to consider that more?” 

Councillor Nutting follows fellow 
Conservative Malcolm Pate, who held 
the position for 16 months after the 
resignation of former leader Keith 
Barrow. 

Under Councillor Pate’s leadership, 
the council has looked at a number of 
ways to generate fresh income as it 
struggles to balance the books. 

Recently it announced a partner¬ 
ship with an energy company that will 


see it receive a small fee once residents 
switch to a new Shropshire-exclusive 
tariff. Councillor Nutting said these 
are ideas he plans to build on over the 
next four years. 

He said: “Wherever it’s possible we 
will do things with renewable energy. 

“We’ve got this new electric com¬ 
pany we are setting up so I’ll do what¬ 
ever I can along that line but that’s 
always going to be on a relatively 
small scale to the amount of money 
Shropshire needs. 

“We have got a lot of bigger projects 
and different ideas but they are at 
very early stages yet.” His leadership 
election comes less than 12 months 
after he was removed from his role 
as portfolio holder for income genera¬ 
tion, tasked with coming up with ideas 


for the council to make more money. 

His suggestions had included in¬ 
vesting in solar farms and using 
land earmarked for student halls in 
Shrewsbury as a car park while the 
project awaited the green light. He 
had also announced he wanted to re¬ 
view pricing at Shrewsbury’s Quarry 
pool but he was sacked by council 
leader Malcolm Pate. It was under¬ 
stood that the disagreement centred 
around an aborted challenge from 
a group of councillors to Councillor 
Pate’s leadership. 

However, Councillor Nutting, would 
not be drawn on the reasons behind 
his dismissal, and simply claimed 
there was a “disagreement” while 
Councillor Pate said he decided to “re¬ 
organise the administration”. 


Backing for 
new town 
cinema plan 

THE owner of an independent cine¬ 
ma says there is room for another in 
Oswestry. 

Ian Garland, owner of Kinokul- 
ture, an independent cinema based 
in Oswestry, said he welcomed the 
plans set out by cinema expert Trevor 
Harris recently to convert a town cen¬ 
tre property into a one-screen venue 
which will show the latest films. 

Mr Garland said a cinema screen¬ 
ing all the major film releases would 
be good for the town, without being in 
competition with his business. 

He said: “From what Trevor has 
said in the local press so far, it does 
sound like early days but I wish him 
plenty of luck with it. 

“It all sounds very intriguing. 

“I wish Trevor luck with it.” 

“I think what he is looking to offer 
the town sounds a lot different to 
what we’re doing. 

“It’s like that difference between 
Sainsbury’s and a deli, Sainsbury’s is 
Sainsbury’s whereas a deli is a deli. 

“In fact I would love there to be 
somewhere where young people in the 
town can enjoy the latest, mainstream 
films that appeal to them. 

“There is a gap in the market in 
Oswestry for the 16 to 30-year-old 
popcorn-fest audience, so I think it 
would be fantastic for the town. 

“I consider our biggest competi¬ 
tion locally to be the Market Hall 
in Shrewsbury but then again their 
customers come to us, and vice versa. 
Really what we do is work with the 
British Film Institute for what we 
provide.” 

Mr Harris who ran the former Regal 
Cinema on Leg Street in the town, 
said he is working with a company 
on the project and has earmarked the 
former Salvation Army building on 
King Street as the potential site. Hav¬ 
ing spent more than 60 years being in¬ 
volved in cinemas, Mr Harris, 77, said 
he wants local people to have access to 
the latest blockbuster films at reason¬ 
able prices. He said: “In my humble 
opinion, the cinema has become too 
expensive for people, especially fam¬ 
ilies with children.”

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Warning is 
given out over 
DIY divorces 

DO-IT-YOURSELF divorces are 
readily available and may seem like 
a cheaper, more attractive option to 
instructing a solicitor - but people 
are being warned to be wary of the 
pitfalls. 

Solicitors at Lanyon Bowdler in 
Oswestry say divorces are declining - 
they were down 3.1 per cent in 2014 
compared to the previous year and 27 
per cent down from a peak in 2003. 
But they still happen to 42 per cent 
of married couples, and are the most 
financially and emotionally stressful 
events people ever have to deal with. 

The fee to issue a divorce petition 
with the court is £550 - although 
people may be entitled to a remission 
depending on their financial circum¬ 
stances. And there are other costs 
associated with resolving financial is¬ 
sues. DIY divorce kits are available on 
the High Street and internet costing 
between £19.99 and £40, which make 
them an attractive option, but there 
are concerns. 

Lucy Todd, of Lanyon Bowdler’s 
family law team in Oswestry, said: 
“Going through a divorce can be an 
incredible strain, and having a solici¬ 
tor gives you advice and support from 
an expert acting in your interests. 
Divorce is a technical legal proce¬ 
dure and there are certain rules and 
protocols which must be adhered to. 
Solicitors are well versed in this and 
can help avoid unnecessary delays or 
expense. You can only rely on one of 
five facts to prove your marriage has 
irretrievably broken down, choosing 
the most appropriate and backing that 
up with sufficient information to sup¬ 
port it is not always straightforward. 
Solicitors can also advise on alterna¬ 
tive non-court ways to resolve finan¬ 
cial and child matters - like mediation 
and collaborative law.”

Pensioner's 
canal death 
was accidental 

A PENSIONER drowned after walking 
on one of her favourite canalside paths, 
an inquest heard. 

What caused 89-year-old widow Glenys 
Thomas to fall into the Llangollen Canal 
remained a mystery after the hearing in 
Ruthin. 

Her body was found in the canal at Gle- 
drid near Oswestry, near the Poacher’s 
Pocket pub. 

The discovery was made on New Year’s 
Day the inquest was told. 

The body was found a short while after 
Mrs Thomas’s son Mike Thomas had re¬ 
ported her missing from her home about 
half a mile away in Chirk. 

Mr Thomas told the inquest that his 
mother had a mastectomy in 2001 and in 
August 2016, the cancer returned. 

When told of the diagnosis, however, 
she was “quite chipper” and seemed to 
accept the fact. 

In the months which followed she be¬ 
came increasingly confused and para¬ 
noid, becoming concerned about trivial 
matters. 

Mr Thomas said his mother was quite 
mobile and refused to use any walking 
aid. 

“She didn’t want anything which made 
her look old,” he said. 

The pensioner often walked her dogs 
along the canal despite there being quite 
a steep section of path. 

John Gittins, coroner for North Wales 
East and Central, said she had last been 
seen by local resident Gareth Hughes the 
previous evening walking in the dark in 
Station Road, Chirk. 

A post-mortem examination revealed 
the cause of death as drowning. 

Mr Gittins recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death. 

Vulnerable 
get support 

FIVE vulnerable people in Powys will 
be given call blocking devices to protect 
them from nuisance calls thanks to the 
county council. 

Powys County Council’s trading stand¬ 
ards consumer fraud team have signed up 
to receive the five call blocker units from 
the National Trading Standards Scam 
Team. 

Part of a national scheme, around 
1,500 devices will be provided at a cost of 
£500,000 for the most vulnerable, includ¬ 
ing dementia sufferers. The call blockers 
will be supplied by Truecall Ltd. 

This initial pilot will run for 12 months 
and aims to provide call blocking tech¬ 
nology to consumers who most require 
protection from nuisance and scam tele¬ 
phone calls - in particular those with a 
dementia diagnosis. Doctors, trading 
standards officials and local councils will 
identify those most at risk. 

A consent form is required when the 
call blocker is installed and a survey ques¬ 
tionnaire will be completed at the end of 
the project. Each authority has been al¬ 
located five units although more may be 
available later. 

Clive Jones, the council’s professional 
lead for trading standards, said: “We 
want to create a fairer society by cracking 
down on unscrupulous practices which 
target the most vulnerable.” 

New homes to 
be built in village 

THIRTY-FIVE homes are set to be built 
in Llanymynech. 

Shropshire Council planning chiefs 
have granted approval of reserved mat¬ 
ters of layout, scale, appearance, land¬ 
scaping and access for the residential 
development. 

The development site, with an area of 
agricultural land of 1.34 hectares in size, 
lies off the existing housing estate known 
as Barley Meadows which is accessed off 
the B4398 Station Road in the village. 

Applicant Primesave Properties sub¬ 
mitted the plans for the homes with 
Shropshire Council last November, 
which received no formal objections from 
any members of the community or from 
Llanymynech and Pant Parish Council, 
and despite the fact the site is adjacent 
to the Llanymynech Conservation Area, 
no concerns have been raised by conser¬ 
vationists. 

As part of the plans, overflow car park¬ 
ing spaces for Llanymynech Village Hall 
will also be created.

Car park conflict breaks 
out at old battlefield site

IT is thought to be the site of a 
bloody battle that gave Oswestry 
its name. 

And now a new battle has erupted 
over the fields of Maes y Llan after 
plans for a car park were revealed. 

The land is owned by Oswestry School 
and has been used for decades as the 
school’s playing fields. It has now applied 
for planning permission to build a car park 
on part of the fields leading to objections 
from neighbours. 

Nearby residents say the Maes y Llan 
site, thought to be where the battle be¬ 
tween King Oswald and King Penda took 
place, should be left as a green site. Those 
living in Lutton Close, which overlooks the 
playing field, say they will suffer noise, light 
and pollution issues. 

However, Oswestry School says that if 
the application is not granted it may have 
to stop some of the community use of the 
fields. 

The battle of Maserfield is thought to 
have taken place in the vicinity of Maes y 
Llan in AD 641 or 642. During the fighting 
King Oswald of Northumbria was killed by 
King Penda of Mercia. It led to the naming 
of Oswestry after the defeated Christian 
King. 

Andrew and Jackie Field, whose home 
looks over the land, have objected. 

“The proposed car park, which will be 
used between 7.30am and 10pm seven 
days a week will cause noise, light and 
pollution issues, as well as encroaching on 
yet another green site on the outskirts of 
Oswestry,” Mr Field said. 

“With proposed car parking for at least 
42 cars, this is not a small car park. Many 
sports are played on the field by community 
groups and the school itself. 

“The plan also includes a new road ac¬ 
cess, giving concern that there will be fur¬ 
ther congestion on an already busy road. 

“Can the school not meet this need some¬ 
where else within the school site instead of 
building yet again on the historic Maes y 
Llan?” 

In the application for planning permis¬ 
sion consultants representing Oswestry 
School say that even after the original car 
park was constructed on the playing fields 
the school had been aware that there is still 
need for additional parking facilities for ve¬ 
hicles. The proposed new car park would be 
constructed of a mesh which allows grass to 
grow through it. 

A supporting document to Shropshire 
Council says: “At present cars still park on 
the public roads when attending various 
sporting activities which take place on the 
playing fields. 

“Should the additional car parking be re¬ 
jected many community events may have to 
cease due to safety concerns and will not as¬ 
sist with highway safety outside the school 
gates.”

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Little mouse 
is a true gem 


WHEN it comes to ‘little gems’ in 
the natural world, there are sure¬ 
ly few animals that can beat the 
minute, elegant fragility of the 
harvest mouse. 

Now can be a fairly good time to see them 
for although their name is apt, once the 
stalks of corn brown, they are nearly invis¬ 
ible. But why is it worth seeking one out? 

The harvest mouse is the smallest rodent 
in Europe, weighing just six grams. 

The UK population is estimated at about 
1,425,000 however the population trend is 
unknown but it is thought that numbers 
have declined in the last 40 years and they 
are now rare. 

They mainly occur in southern and east¬ 
ern England, with a few records in the Mid¬ 
lands, the north of England and southern 
Scotland. They are absent from Ireland. 

I’ve been lucky enough to see several 
harvest mice in various different locations 
across Shropshire, so they are definitely 
present. 

However The Shropshire Mammal Group 
would be very interested in hearing of any 
new records of this species; please ‘google’ 
them to find out more. 

The harvest mouse is the only British an¬ 
imal with a truly prehensile tail. 

Others such as the dormouse, the ubiqui¬ 
tous house mice and the squirrels have tails 
that can curl a little around branches and 
the like, but the harvest mouse’s can actu¬ 
ally be used as a fifth limb. 

When wrapped around a stem it can act 
as a brake or anchor and this makes it very 
nimble whilst travelling and feeding in 
stems of cereals and grasses. 

They are mostly nocturnal which admit¬ 
tedly makes seeing them a bit of a chal¬ 
lenge, however during the warmer summer

months they are active during the day. 
Usually the give-away that there are har¬ 
vest mice present is the discovery of their 
nests in the corn. 

About the size of a tennis ball, these in¬ 
tricately woven constructions are for breed¬ 
ing, sleeping and resting in and there are 
usually several nests made by a couple of 
mice. 

To make these they shred grasses by pull¬ 
ing them through their teeth and use the 
strips to do the weaving and to secure the 
nest to the grass stems, half way up. 

Harvest mice always seem rather fright¬ 
ened. 

Their nose is constantly twitching and 
quivering and although they can put on 
a burst of speed, they often seem rather 
charmingly to walk away from a potential 
predator as opposed to scuttling off like a 
house mouse might. 

Whether they truly are or not, they have 
good reason to be frightened as almost 
every carnivore in the UK will happily make 
a meal of them. 

Yet their quiverings are also a form of 
predator avoidance. 

They have a remarkable ability to sense 
vibrations through the soles of their feet. 

Larger animals in the vicinity can be 
sensed by vibrations passing through the 
ground and up the plant on which the 
mouse is feeding, into its feet and in so 
doing allowing the harvest mouse a head 
start on any escape strategy it may need to 
employ.

Police give out 
advice on legal 
use of drones 

POLICE have seen an increase in the number of incidents 
caused by drones - but figures remain low. 

West Mercia Police said that while there has been an 
overall rise in the number of reports, those in Shropshire 
and Telford are still low in comparison. 

Inspector Gareth Morgan, for West Mercia Police said, 
“Over recent years we have observed an increase in inci¬ 
dents caused by drones within the Shropshire and Telford 
area, however I would like to reassure the local community 
that by comparison the number of these are very low. 

“We acknowledge that there is an increase in interest in 
this technology and the use of drones as a hobby and are 
seeing more and more people using drones. 

“I would like to remind drone enthusiasts to make them¬ 
selves aware of the UK Dronecode set by the Civil Aviation 
Authority. We are not here to spoil your fun. We just simply 
want to encourage people to refresh themselves with the 
lawto ensure that they enjoy using drones responsibly. 

“Breaching certain regulations will be investigated by 
West Mercia Police whilst we don’t wish to criminalise 
people for innocent misuse, other action may be taken.” 

It comes after figures revealed nearly 250 drone incidents 
have been reported to police in less than three years. A 
total of 97 of those reported to West Mercia Police were 
complaints about drones flying over properties in the area, 
while 50 were seen flying over prisons. 

The figures show data for 2015 and 2016, as well as the 
first three months of this year. 

According to the data, there were 72 complaints made 
last year about drones flying too close over a property, as 
well as four concerns a drone was flying over a school. 

Cases reported to West Mercia Police included theft of 
drones, drones hitting people, fraudulent sale of the equip¬ 
ment and drones crashing onto homes or properties. 

In Shropshire and Mid Wales, drone owners have been 
warned about using their equipment in an appropriate way. 

Organisers of the Bob Jones Memorial Air Show at 
Welshpool Airport have recently been reminding people 
that all remotely piloted vehicles, drones and radio con¬ 
trolled aircraft are completely forbidden from the site. 

Meanwhile, police in Telford recently issued an appeal 
for help after a number of complaints that a drone has been 
flying close to windows of homes in Horton Lane, Horton. 

Residents believe the flyer of the drone must be experi¬ 
enced as it hovers and moves near the properties. 

Drones have presented a problem to prisons with many 
reporting drugs and mobile phones are being dropped into 
the sites by using the flying devices.

quick-stepped to 
Dirty Dancing role 



It’s a tough 
schedule but it’s 
great. You just have 
to get on with it 


t didn’t take Carlie Milner long to 
agree to star in Dirty Dancing. The 
all-singing, all-dancing performer 
was delighted to play Penny 
Johnson. 

And who can blame her. Dirty Dancing, which runs 
lirmingham’s New Alexandra Theatre from Monday to 
June 3, remains one of the nation’s favourites. 

Exploding with heart-pounding music, breathtaking 
emotion and sensationally sexy dancing, the film version 
has been seen by millions across the globe. 

The worldwide smash hit tells the classic story of Baby 
and Johnny, two fiercely independent young spirits from 
different worlds, who come together in what will be the 
most challenging and triumphant summer of their lives. 
Featuring 35 hit songs, including Hungry Eyes, Hey Baby, 
Do You Love Me? and the heart stopping (I’ve Had) The 
Time Of My Life, it remains a true classic. 

Carlie says: “It was one very quick chat with agent and 
we agreed that we’d do it. That was it.” 

She was formerly with Birmingham Royal Ballet, where 
she starred in Sleeping Beauty, and she also played in 
English National Ballet’s Swan Lake, at the Royal Albert 
Hall. Stepping up as Penny Johnson has been a blessing 
and she’s been on the road with it, off and on, since 2014. 

“Yes, I started with it a few years ago. I was doing the 
old production and now we’re back with a brand new 
interpretation of the show. I did the show for a year and 
a half and then I joined this production and we started 
rehearsals in June last year. 

“Despite doing the show before, it’s like doing a whole 
new show. I’ve really worked on the part and made it my 
own. It was a no brainer really.” 

The response from audiences has been ecstatic 
and Carlie thinks the musical has the perfect blend 
of comedy, drama and music to keep people 
entertained. 

“It’s a cult classic, it’s got a huge following, 
as does the film, and that lends flavour to the 
theatre version. It appeals to more than just 
a theatre goer. You get people of all different 
ages going. It’s lovely and there’s the double 
nostalgia, with the show being set in the 60s 
but having lots of 80s music. It appeals to a wide 
audience and I think it will always be that way. 

“The thing about Dirty Dancing is that it remains 
so current. I had the TV on last night and there was an 
advert and the first thing was the Dirty Dancing steps. 

It’s always on TV. Every couple of months, you’ll 
switch on and it’s there. This production is a similar 
thing. I don’t think it will go away. I know every 
show has to have a rest but then it 
comes back stronger. 

“We had a new _ \ 

choreographer and a new 
director, new steps and 
I guess I had a break of six to 
eight months between shows. It’s 
kind of nice coming back and seeing 
what else I can bring to it.” 

Carlie copes well with being away from 
home and describes herself as a good tourer. 

She’s used to the routine of packing her 
suitcase each Sunday and hitting the road. 

“It’s a tough schedule but it’s great. You just 
have to get on with it. You kind of accept that part 
of it. I’m on the move for a year and get home 
when I can. 

“I like to think I’m pretty disciplined. Not to blow 
smoke up my own backside but you have to 
look after yourself and put work before play, if 
you’re feeling tired. The more discipline you 
have the better. It’s such a physical show and is 
so demanding.” 

She’s looking forward to returning to 
Birmingham, where she was a student at the BRB. She 
learned a huge amount from the internationally-renowned 
troupe. 

“BRB is a different world compared to musical 
theatre, certainly in terms of dance. You learn nothing 
but professionalism. I really value my time working with 
those companies at such a young age. It was great. It was 
invaluable. I feel like I’ve taken that into the other jobs and 
it was incredible to be in that. 

“And to be in Swan Lake at the Albert Hall, a 
phenomenal theatre, surrounded by 40 other swans 


was insane. I’ll never forget it. It was absolutely 
wonderful. 

“I started off in ballet school and I wanted to 
do classical and that’s what I did for the first few 
years. Like a lot of people who go through this, 
your options change through the years. Four 
years ago I decided to get involved in musical 
theatre. It was quite challenging after coming 
from a classical background. 

Carlie fell into the role of Penny 
with ease, after understudying 
her character for a year- 
and-a-half. “It’s something 
that I’ve always wanted to 
do, so to be able to call 
that role my own was great 
because I had really enjoyed 
it previously. In the old show 
I played Penny quite a lot as an 
understudy because unfortunately 
the main cast member suffered an 
injury. 

“I’m quite lucky with the fact that 
Dirty Dancing is heavily dance based 
but I do really love all the acting as well. If 
I told myself four years ago that I would be 
playing Penny on a national tour I wouldn’t 
have believed myself. This is the highlight of 
my career. 

“It really is the film on stage. We throw 
a little bit extra in there and you have live 
singing and group singing parts which don’t 
really feature in the film. It’s a theatrical twist 
on the original.” 

Dirty Dancing - The Classic Story On 
Stage originally opened at London’s Aldwych 
Theatre in 2006 with a record-breaking 
advance of £15 million, making it the fastest- 
ever selling show in West End theatre history. 
The production became the longest running 
show in the history of the Aldwych Theatre 
and played to over two million people during 
its triumphant five-year run. 

It has become a worldwide phenomenon, 
with productions staged in the USA, 

Canada, Germany, Australia, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, South Africa, Hong 
Kong, Singapore and throughout Europe, 
consistently breaking box office records. 


Recent sell out tours include France, Germany and 
Australia. 

The first ever UK tour of Dirty Dancing - The Classic 
Story On Stage, launched in 2011 and then returned to 
the West End in 2013 playing at the Piccadilly Theatre in 
London, prior to launching a second UK and Ireland tour.

Katie made her professional musical theatre debut 
carrying the watermelons as Baby Houseman, having 
graduated from the Royal Central School of Speech and 
Drama in 2015. 

The show is set in the summer of 1963, and 17 year-old 
Frances ‘Baby’ Houseman is about to learn some major 
lessons in life as well as a thing or two about dancing. On 
holiday in New York’s Catskill Mountains with her older 
sister and parents, she shows little interest in the resort 
activities, and instead discovers her own entertainment 
when she stumbles across an all-night dance party at the 
staff quarters. 

Mesmerised by the raunchy dance moves and the 
pounding rhythms, Baby can’t wait to be part of the 
scene, especially when she catches sight of Johnny 
Castle the resort dance instructor. 

A show not to be missed.

This Fiesta is hot, 


hot, hot and epic! 


FORD FIESTA ST200, FROM £22,745 



More power, new suspension and improved steering have been added to the already impressive mix

Ford has taken one of the best cars it has 
ever made - the Fiesta ST - and improved 
it. More power, new suspension and 
improved steering have all been added to 
the already impressive mix, and let’s make 
no bones about it, the result is absolutely 
epic. 

You actually have to be a little bit of an 
anorak to differentiate the ST200 from the 
standard ST, because they actually look 
pretty much identical. Both get the same wide 
honeycomb grille and the same oversized roof 
spoiler, but there is one big giveaway. 

That Storm Grey paint job is your only option 
when it comes to picking out your ST200, and 
as you can’t have it on a normal ST, it’s a bit 
of a tell-tale. It’ll certainly draw the attention of 
any boy racer who knows his cars, although 
whether that’s good or bad is a matter of 
opinion. When said boy racer does come 
snooping, though, he’ll spot a few subtler 
features than the paintwork. Those black 
alloys, for example, are model-specific, as are 
the red brake calipers that lurk behind. 

Inside, there’s another big clue in the 
shape of the massive ST200 badge that sits 
proudly on the centre console, while the more 
knowledgeable observer might also spot the 
grey trim on the supportive Recaro seats. 

Because the ST200 is just a Fiesta, it comes 
with all the practicality of a normal 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost. Room in the front is plentiful, but 
adults wouldn’t want to sit in the back for too 
long, thanks to a spine-twisting lack of rear 
headroom. In truth, though, rear passenger 
space is an issue for most of the Fiesta’s 
rivals, so it’s unfair to criticise too much. 

The Fiesta’s boot space is relatively 
competitive, too, if not quite on a par with the 



The boot space is relatively competitive 

class leaders. At 290 litres, it’s far larger than 
that of the Polo GTI and just two litres smaller 
than the Seat Ibiza Cupra’s luggage bay. 

To drive, the Fiesta ST is brilliant, but the 
ST200 is on another planet. Let’s deal with 
the speed first, because we can quantify that. 
As the name suggests, the ST200’s 1.6-litre 
turbocharged engine produces 200 metric 
horsepower, or 197bhp, which represents 
an 18bhp increase compared with the basic 
ST. It’s more complicated than that, though, 
because a transient overboost function 
means 212bhp is actually available for short 
periods. 

The result is a 0-62mph time of 6.7 seconds 
and a top speed of 143mph. It may not sound 
like a big improvement on the ST - a car only 
two-tenths slower to 62mph and just 4mph 
behind at full chat - but the ST200 does feel 
much meatier thanks to increased torque and 
shortened gear ratios. 

It sounds great, too, thanks to some glorious 
whooshes from the turbo wastegate when 
changing gear and a twin exhaust that 
produces a fruity bubble when the pedal’s 


depressed even slightly. More impressive, 
though, is the way this car goes around 
corners. The steering weight is almost 
perfect, the balance is sublime and body roll 
is controlled in just the right measure. You’ve 
got plenty of grip, too. If you want to enjoy any 
one of the world’s greatest driving roads, this 
is the car to do it in. 

It’s still pretty capable if all you want to do 
is get to work, though. The ride is firm and 
informative without being too uncomfortable, 


and you’ve got all the usual practicalities 
of the Fiesta. Ford even claims it’ll manage 
46mpg if you’re careful, but if you’ve bought 
an ST200, the chances are you won’t be 
careful at all. 

The ST200 is an incredible piece of kit, but 
it isn’t cheap. It’ll set you back £22,745, which 
is more than enough to buy you a reasonably 
well-equipped Focus. In fact, it’s the same 
price as the basic Focus ST-1. 

That means that for the same money you 


could have something that’s two-tenths faster 
to 62mph, breaks the 150mph barrier and 
offers more practicality. 

Alternatively, you could save about £3,000 
and buy a really well-equipped Fiesta ST-3, 
which would be just as practical and only 
slightly slower than the 200. 

Doing that, though, would leave you in the 
knowledge that one day, maybe years from 
now, you’ll be overtaken by an ST200 and 
you’ll wonder what might have been.
